A Bad Expression. 


Very many people become confused 


on matters belonging to the questions 
involved in the tariff, through ambigu- 
ous or wrong expressions in newspapers 
and by public speakers and other teach- 
ers. 
Here is a glaring example taken 


from a strong protectionist paper: 


Labor is a good deal like money. The 


more plentiful it is the less is the pur- 
chasing power of it. 


This statement at first blush'seems to 


be correct, but it falls far short of ex- 
pressing the idea intended at this time, 
when there are more men wanting work 
than can get it. In 1892 things were 
different. Then there was more work in 
many departments than there were 
skilled men to do it. Then wages were 
high. Now wages are low, and still 
going lower. But this change is not the 
result of an increase of men who want 
to sell their labor, Practically there are 
no more men to aell their labor than 
in 189ft 
There has been no inflation 


of labor. The trouble is not of that 
character. On the contrary the trouble 
is clearly due to the destruction of the 
demand for labor. It was demonstrated 
by the operations of the McKinley tariff 
act that such a demand for labor could 
be created in this country as to give 
every man and woman who desired to 
labor, an opportunity to sell their labor 
at a good price. 


But in an evil hour the demagogue 


came along, and many people believe 
that there was no such thing as creating 
a demand for labor; and that there 
would be justas many factories running, 
and as many built, without protection 
'as with it; that the price of labor was 
kept up by the labor unions, and that 
all the laboringman needed to acquire 
the acme of prosperity, was to have pro- 
tection wiped out; that had no other use 
for him except to tax the things he 
bought, and thus cause him to pay more 
for fhem than he would have to pay if 
there was no protection. 
Upon this 


false assumption the free trade 
Dem- 


ocracy were put into power, and from 
the very moment they came into power, 
the demand for labor began to decline 
and as the demand declined idle men 
were multiplied. 
Men were not multi- 


plied, but idle men were multiplied. 


The idle men are chargeable to the 


destruction of the demand for labor. So 
great has this destruction of the demand 
for labor been, that if 1,000,000 American 
laborers were taken out and shot and 
their families destroyed, the present de- 
mand for labor would not restore the

The attorneys for 
the lady are C. C. Leforgee and J. C. Lee. 


City Attorney Lee submitted this re- 


port on the operation of slot machines in 
Decatur: 


"In regard to the resolution herein 


attached, I advise the council that all 
devices commonly known as slot ma- 
chines are not gambling devices, as cer- 
tain slot machines are used simply in 
in the capacity of dumb waiters, and the 
operation of which lacks the. element of 
chance, which is essential to constitute 
a gambling device, but all slot machines, 
devices or contrivances used to deter- 
mine the question as to who wins or 
loses their money on a contest of chance 
or hazard, are by the law declared to be 
gambling devices and are in violation of 
the city ordinances." 


The report was referred to the ordin- 


ance committee. 


An ordinance was passed for a lateral 


sewer in the alley first north of East El- 
dorado street from Jasper to Stock 
street. 


An ordinance was presented providing 


for the office of water inspector, who 
shall be appointed annually, salary _ to 
be fixed. He shall have police powers 
and shall have charge of looking after 
the entire water service. 


An ordinance defining the duties of 


city electrician was read and referred- 
It is designed to put the wiring of the 
city for various purposes under official 
inspection, to give the people better 
service and to avoid accidents.

When we got there 
we found Jesse iBircofield and Mrs. Boyd 
at the barn. Boyd was lying in,the 
north stall—lying on his back diagonally 
across the stall. Jesse Birchfield guarded 
the horse with a piece of plow-handle 
while we took Boyd past the horse and 
to the house. I do not recall anything 
Mrs. Boyd said as to how Boyd was hurt. 
John Creekmur went after a physician, 
Boyd was dead when Dr. Thomas ar- 
med. Don't remember to have heard 
the doctor or lire, Boyd say anything as 
to how Boyd was hurt. I was at the in- 
quest held by Hockaday, and Mrs. Boyd 
stated that Boyd and Creekmur had 
been laughing together just before Boyd 
was hurt. She said at the same time 
that she saw Creekmur going across the 
field. I think Creekmur dia not arrive 
as soon as Dr. Thomas. I want to cor- 
rect the statement I made as to living in 
Friends Creek township. I live in Whit- 
more. 


Cross examined by Mr. Mills- I Kvo 
about 600 yards north of John Creek- 
mur's and west of where Boyd lived.

J. W. McCullough examined by Mr. 
Johns: I was boarding at John Creek- 
mur'a io January; was there the night 
John went to settle with Fred Creek- 
mur. He left the house about 1 o'clock; 
it was on Wednesday, January 17,1894; 
saw the book he took; he got back 
about 10 o'clock and he and I settled. 
He went to bed about 10:30., I was 
there on the following Saturday. Creek- 
mtir came home about 9 o'clock that 
evening; Boyd and he 
left about 3 
o'clock, they said, for Forsyth. They 
said they were going to trade for a note 
on Tom Braden; saw the papers he 
brought back; had some talk with him 
about the profits he made in the trade. 
There was no party ct Cieekmur's that 
week. Don't know IVi.iy Hart; she was 
not at Creekmur's th t wek. 


On cross-examination the only thing 
brought out was that no other date or 
time was clear to him gave those he tes- 
tified to in direct examination, and that 
he had no clear recollection of the 
amount involved in the settlement he 
made with Creekmur the night ho came 
back from Fred Creekmur's; but m the 
conclusion of the cross examination he 
swore positively several times that- the 
day Boyd and Creeknwr went to the 
ditch, where it is said the arrangement 
was made with Boyd for a buggy to 
bring the Hart girl to Boyd's, was Mon- 
day following the Saturday Boyd and 
Creekmur were at Forsyth, which would 
make that date Jan. "22, instead of Jan.

It was thought 
best, however, to permit matters to go 
as they are for a few days, after which 
Mr. Harris is to ask that the senate 
meet at 11 o'clock and remain In ses- 
sion until 0. Members of the majority 
will also be notified that they must be 
present at all times for the purpose of 
making a quorum and meeting any 
effort on the part of the minority to 
"filibuster." 


It is said that at this conference the 


subject of further concessions was also 
discussed; and some color is given to 
this report by the fact that subse- 
. qnently Senator Smith was sent for 
and remained in close consultation 
with Senators Vest and Jones, of the 
finance committee. Mr. Gorman also 
formed a part of this consultation 
party for quite a long time later in the 
afternoon. 


Whether or not any positive conclu- 


sion was reached, the democrats wero 
in a much better frame of mind later 
in the afternoon, and those who talked 
about the situation were prone to pre- 
dict that the bill would become a law 
within a very reasonable time. 


According to one of the many stories 


floating about the capitol, Mr. Gorman 
was engaged in formulating a compro- 
mise measure upon which all factions 
of the party were expect*! to unite. 
Mr. Gorman denied that there was any 
truth in the statement, but added that 
it grew out of the fact, as he imagined, 
that the bill would ultimately be ar- 
ranged as the majority wanted it, and 
that the senators were preparing for 
the more general discussion that would 
follow when the bill came up for dis- 
cussion by paragraphs next Wednesday. 


The income tax IMS* figured very

Madden, of the council finance com- 
mittee, {he commissioner was given 
almost unlimited power to incur ex- 
pense for the purpose of exterminating 
the smallpox scourge. He will at once 
begin a systematic crusade in every 
part of the city, dividing it into dis- 
tricts, with health officers in charge. 
They will have authority to employ 
as many physicians as the work 
requires for the purpose of quar- 
antining houses, removing patients, 
vaccinating indiscriminately and sup- 
plying 
persons 
quarantined 
with 


food and medicine. The subordinate 
physicians will repot t to headquarters 
established in various parts of the city, 
where the work for the day will be 
laid out and all supplies kept. A 
thorough canvass of every house in the 
city will be made, the police being re- 
lieved of that duty 
The west side, 


where the disease is almost epidemic, 
will have four districts, the south side 
two and the north side one. 


A new annex to the pesthouse, be- 


sides the one just completed, will be 
built at once to accommodate 100 pa- 
tients. Tents will be used in case of 
emergency, and a dozen ambulances 
will be put into service. There will 
be no longer any delay in the burial of 
victims and the removal of patients to 
the pesthouse on account of inadequate 
facilities. The health commissioner 
says no cases have developed in houses 
which have been fumigated, and he is 
at a loss to account for the origin of 
the new cases.
